A BRAZILIAN SCHEJI.E. 

Tlie Government Has Appropriated $500,000 
to Encourage Cnnadinn Emigration. 

(From the Montreal (lazette.) 
The t'overniiniut of Brazil has uvi- 
denlly detormiiied to iimko stroiuioiiB 
efforts to induue Canadians to emigrate 
to the sunny shores of Brazil. The 
efforts made of late have been of Bucli an 
e.xteneivo character that iiinch puhHc 
notice has been drawn to lliutn. .V cii- 
I'uhir has been iasued liy La J^ij;iii-e Bra- 
Kiliiuia, throuizh 3Ir. Ciustavo (.iavolti, 
Cieuova, wliicfi reails t\s lollowa: 

" Tiie uovernment of Brazil will jiay 
the passage of farmers and their faiiiilie;! 
to the province of Sao Paulo, which 
province has special laws in force for tin; 
lielp and protection of tlie farmers. 

"The pussii^'c is paid for Canadians, of 
the (ii-uvince ot tiuiibec, froni Montreal 
ill Biiiiiiner and Halifax in winter. 
When the faiiiiliea ai'i ive in tlie city nf 
.Slid I'iiulo, the capital of thi? i>i-(iviiK'i! 
(:U)0,UI)0 iiihaljilaiil.«), they are received 
and taken at once to the pnivinciiil 
hoil.'ic, where they will (hid lied, idud, 
doctor, and evcrythiiij; that i8 re(iui,n'd 
for lliuir accoiiiiiiodatioii during; eif^hl 
days. „ 

" The faiiiilicH, on their arrival at the 
Collee Plantation, will be furnished witli 
lioiiHe and all iinpleiiients, a.H well as luod 
and seeds to coniinence work, witliout 
any expense or cliarge afterwurtls. 

"A family, husband and wife, can 
easily take care of -1,000 colleo trees, and 
they will be paid for their work about 
$L'O0 a year, and, at the same time, they 
can cultivate the irround and grow what- 
ever ttiey think lit for tlie local market 
for their own Ijenelit. 

"The faniilieB do not run any e.-cpense 
whatever. Their pasaa^e ia paid ; bouse, 
iiiipleinenta and Hced are fiii iiished free, 
and f(X)d is provided for a year. 

" 'We only niention hiiKliand and wife, 
but a large family may make as much 
more in inoportion, as a boy 12 yeais old 
can be of great service on the coffee 
plantation. 

" I'^acli family has a separate house, 
and can work when they like, and raise 
all sorts of domestic animals, stieli as 
pigfl, goats, horses, cows, also chickens, 
ducks, pigeons, turkeys, etc." 

It then goes on to give a little "ad- 
vice to families," which is that " fami 
lifH, whetlier tliey have money ur not, 
should accejit the olferof private planta- 
tions, as, without spending; 11 cent, they 
can make money at once," etc., etc. 
Under the heading of .Agriculture, it 
says the soil in the iirovince of .Sao 
I'aulo is very fertile, saying it would h(^ 
easier to say what cannot be grown 
rather than what can. I'iiially, it cnn- 
chides with the statement that the 
ollicial liuignage is Portuguese, but that 
I'Vench, iMiglisb, Italian and Spanish 
are extensively known ijnd spoken, and 
that the predominating religion is 
Roman Catholic, although all religions 
are f-ee. 

In couversation with some gentlemen 
yesterday, who have been looking into 
and t.iking an active interest in tlie 
matter, some opinions were given not 
very favorable altogether to the proposed 
emigration from Canada, an emigration 
that the ilrazilian uovcrnmeiit is very 
an.\iouH to have come alimit. The Bra- 
zilian (.ioveriiinent have (ihiced, lirst of 
all, the sum of $.iOO,000 aside for the pur- 
pose of ]ir<)vid ing free passages for Cana- 
dlaiiH to Hrazil. They want about lO.OOn 
families, or alioiit forty thinisuiid jjeople 
ill all. It is said that ne^/dlialidiis are 
now on, whereby a steainshi)i ol the 
.■Vllan line is to be chartered for the emi- 
gration business, leaving Montreal in 
Hummer and Halifax in winter. It is 
very p'lsitively stated liy Sdiiu- that the 
Brazilian climate is not lit lor tlie Caiia- 
dian-ltorn, and that the only emigrants 
ttiat could stand it are those from Siiuin, 
Italy, and Southern countries.

The Imperial Parliament Suapends'the Mid- 
night Rule-The Queen's Visit to SC3 
London To-day. 

Lo.NDo.v, July 20.— In the House of 
Commons to-day Kiglit Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, l-'irst Lord of the Treasury, moved 
the suHpeiisioii of the midnight rule for 
the remainder of the session, and also 
that government business be taken up 
at any hour, though opposed.

Mr. jiiil- 
loiir said that he h.ared that (here would 
not be t imc Id (las.s the ih-ccased wile's 
sister's hill, hut he pnipiised td cdntiiuto 
elldrts for the passage of the Irish laud 
bill. 

I-:xtraordiiiary orders have been issued 
in aiiticiiiiitioii of llie jotirnoy of CJueen 
\'iciuriii froiii Windsor Castle to London 
to-nuirrow to attend the weddiiigof her 
grand-daughter. Princess Maud of VVales. 
Special watchmen will be stationed at 
intervals of every 20 yanis all along the 
line of railroad from Windsor to Pad- 
dington, while the royal train is en 
route. 



CARTWRIGHT KICKS. 

He Prefers to Direct Affairs at Ottawa to 
Being Transported for His 
Rivals' Comfort. 

ToiioNTo, July is. — The Mail and Km- 
pire's Ottawa correspondent says : " If 
Sir Donald Smith's return to Canada at 
this juncture is to tender bis resignation, 

the authorities here have no knowledge 
of his intentions. It is understood, how- 
ever, the high commissionership will 
not be immediately filled in the 
event of being thus vacated. Sir 
Kichnrd Cartwright has absolutely and 
linally refused to be shipped bag and 
baggage to England. He relishes the 
idea of sitting on tlie right hand of the 
speaker too much to be done out of that 
pleasure. It is more likely in the cabi- 
net re-arrangement which is to etrectect, 
Sir Richard will he made ainbassador- 
in-general or minister of foreign alliiirs. 
In this capacity he may sit in parlia- 
ment and administer throngb his de- 
jiartiuent the olliceof high conimissioner 
to England.

The Imperial Privy Council Decide That tho 
Canadian Government Cannot Carry 
the Case Further. 

— ICmannel St, 
Ixuiis, the contractor, 1ms received a 
cable stating the jirivy council had re- 
fused the attorney-general of Oanadn 
permission to apjieal against the deci- 
sion of the Hiiprenie court in the suit 
taken against .St. Louis by the Crown 
for the recovery of ^1-10, 000 alleged to be 
obtained by fraud on the jiart of St. 
Louis, or his agents, in connection with 
the former's contract for the Lacliinc 
hridge. The case was decided adversely 
for the government in the supreme 
court, as well as in the exchequer court 
and the .privy council have confirmed 
the verdict.

PROiliSE AND PERFORMANCE. 

In Face of the llein.nnd tor Offices Mr. Lau- 
Her Trims His Opposition 
Policy. 

(Frcini the Montreal I^Jazette ) 
The Liberal ministry has already be- 
gun its career iil inconsistency and viola- 
tion ol iileiigcs. Its very lirsl act waain 
direct eontradiction to llie professions 
made by its members when in opposi- 
tion. Again and auain Mr. Laurier and 
his lieutenants have said that the gov- 
crnnieiit cost the country too much and 
that the number of ministers ought to 
he reduced. Sir Richard Cartwright 
said, when Sir John TbompBon was 
premier, that the country bad to piij' 
litteen ministers to do the work of 
half a dozen. Under Mr, Lau- 
rier the country will have seven- 
teen ministers to pay, which is 
a churacterietic Liberal fashion 
of beginning a [lolicy of re- 
Irenehiiient and reform. The control- 
lers of oiisldiiis and inland revenue are 
to be raised to the rank of full cabinet 
ministers and paid $7,n()0 instead of 
^.">,000, as heretofore. As if this were 
not enough. Mr. Lamier expresses re- 
gret that he has not been able to find a 
place for Mr. K. Langelier, and the Hon. 
David Mills, who is also left out in the 
cold, is to be consoled with a 
judgeship. When the controllers of 
customs and inland revenue were 
appointed, Mr. McMuUen protested 
against tliis " shameful increase of 
the suckers that have gathered round the 
hody pnlitir." It is to lie hoped that

ROYAL UARDICN PARTY. 

The Most Brilliant Soci&l Function Since 
tha Queen's Jul)Uee Year. 

LoN BOS, July 18.— Not for a long time 
haa London known a week so full of 
events of marked social importance as 
the one closing to-day. To begin with 
there was on Monday a garden party 
at Bnckingham jialace, given by the 
I'rince and I'riiiei^sa of Wales in honor 
of t heir daughter, the Princess Maud, 
who will on Wednesday next become 
the bride of Prince Charles of Denmark. 
Atx'ording to the autlmritieH on such mat- 
ters this party was the most brilliant so- 
cial function which has occurred in the 
United Kingdom since the Jubilee year. 
Lord Chamberlain Lethoui received une 
thonsaml applicatinns for tickets to the 
garden party, and the United States am- 
bassador, Mr. T'liomas F. bayard, was 
similarly beset by those of bis fellow- 
countrymen and women who, being at 
the time in England, craved tbe oppor- 
tunity to mingle with royalty and other 
titled folk. To say there were many, 
especially among the ladies, who were 
liittfTly disappointed, is to state thefact 
feebly. The regul.ir emirl set were rein- 
forced fortheoccasioii by foreign princess- 
es, goveriior.s, field mnrshalu, high oth- 
cers, the Army and Navy, and other 
notabilities; and those wt-re leavened 
with a rare lot of coinmonin- folk, such as 
Tim Heal V, the noteil Irish member of 
parliament; Mr. W. K. Lecky, lUa his- 
torian ; Klleii 'I'erry, Sir Henry Irving. 
Mrs. Keeley, the iionogeiiarian actress, 
was also there, having been especially 
invited by the Ijueen, and held (juite a 
levee on the hiwii. 

Such immhera of Orilliant toilettes 
have seldom been seen and the mar- 
qneea were gorgeously colored, to which 
an endless display o( flowers and plants 
added. The royal servants busy about 
the grounds and an equal profusion of 
the bright uniforms of the Coldstream 
Guards band made a aeries of living pic- 
tures it would be hard Uf equal. Par- 
ticularly pictnreaiiue were tin; (.iiieen's 
watermen, wearing scarlet hoods, doub- 
lets and hose, the letter " V.R." form- 
ini: a shamrock, rose and thistle, in 
gilt on their breasts. These ai:ted as 
lerrymen carrying in their wherries 
many guests upon the lake. The Prince 
of Wales, i:0iitrary to the attem])tcd dic- 
tation of fasiiion, wore a white stovepijKj 
bat with a black band, and two of his 
suite had their heads similarly attired. 
The last guest having taken hia depar- 
ture from the palace grounds, the police 
aUiir went over every inidi of the 
ground and gathered up a harvest 
of trinkets, sticks, handkerchiefs, etc., 
including one fat packet of love letters. 
The garden party officially began tlie pro- 
gramme of the wetlding fetes which were 
coiitinuerl throiii;liout the week. Mem- 
bora of the arisinciacy who have been 
aliriiad are retnrniiig fur the Koyal wed- 
ding. The freedom of the cit}- has heen 
bcsiiiwi'd on Prince Charles, who was 
eiiiertained 6n Thursday by the Drapers 
Coiiijjany .

APPEALING TO PREJUDICE. 

Nothing is more disgusting than to see 
Brynn and oilier advocates of free silver 
in the United StiUoailonouiiciiitr the gold 
stur.dtird hcc.iuHC it is the lOiifillsh btiiiid- 
!ird. This idiij' it; appeal to the in-atioiial 
hatriMl ol l'',nt;iiMHl )iri!vali'iit. in the 
I'liiteil States, causes an ititulligeiit 
Canatllan to feel an utter contempt fur 
American political leaders, and for a 
very large class of American voters. If 
a thing is to he repudiated by loyal Am- 
erican citizens simply becauhC it is V.na- 
lisli, why ill) they u^t make 
haste to repiiiliate the luij^lisli laii^n- 
!it;c? These men who hale luii;latul 
and the English so fiercely and so ve- 
hemently slfould endeavor to unlearn 
the English language and adopt in its 
place Cherokee or Micmac or some other 
purely American tliaiect. Why doii'tthe 
greater initiiber nf them ilisiiwn their 
English names, for the words they iitler 
and the naiiK^s by which they are called 
proclaim in the lomlest ami most em- 
phatic way that they themselves belong 
to the race whii:ii they profess to detest, 
and that to the English they owe nearly 
everything that they consider most 
precious? As it happens, the gold stand- 
ard is not pectilinrly Eiii;lish, but the 
I'lnglish laiigiia.ge is ; so are the priiiei[)les 
on which .Vmorican statute law is based. 

The I'arliaineiilary institutions of 
which the Americans are so jiroiul are 
English, why do they not abolish them 
and adopt a form of government which 
is wholly .Vmerican and in which there 
is iiolliing borrowed oi' stolen from I'^ng- 
Uuiil? The appeal to the .Xnierican 
A iiglo-pliobists is a inol's arguineiit ail- 
dressed to fools, and the use that is 
made of it by popular leaders in the 
States has the effect of forcing well-in- 
formed foreigners to form a very low 
opinion of the intelligence of the Ameri- 
can electorate. 

If the .•\inerican electors were as intel- 
ligent as people « lio are i)iouil of llieir 
eoinmon schools oiit^lil to be they would 
hoot Bryan or any other blatherskite off 
the platform who tried to prejudice tbeui 
against a measure or an institution 
or a currency system merely because it 
happened to bo English. They would 
know, ])articuhirly if it rtdated to htisi- 
nosH--to money or money making — that 
its being Mnglish woiilii be a recommeii- 
ilation, as the ImicIIsIi art' ailm i tied lobe 
the most successful as well aH tin.' 
shrewdest people in the world in all that 
relates to the creation and the amassing 
of wealth . 

This ajijieal of the silver I)emoi;rats to 
Anti-British |)rejutlicc and anlipalbyis 
really an tipjieal to the ignoraiiee of ihu 
American peoj)le, for they ought toJ<niiw 
that the gold standard is not e-xclusivi ly 
English, and that those who have adopt- 
ed it are very far indeed from being in 
financial servitude to London. The 
Xew York Commercial Adveitiser shows 
most clearly that those who represent 
Great Britain as the only country \vliii:li 
has adopted the gold standard do not 
know what they are tallting about. It 
aayo: 

Gold monometallism is the deliber- 
atolv adopted policy of the civilized 
world, and notliing would Huit tfroat 
Britain i|uite so well as that every other 
nation should abandon it. To bring 
about that result she would oven reopen 

-the Indian mints to the free coinage of 
silver. Being wise in her generation, 
she will not join the other foxes in the 
process of cutting off thoir tails. It was 
certainly no love to Great Britain that 
prompted the nc.tions of continental 

.Europe to atop the free coinage of silver. 

■■•■In fact, the general adoption of the gold 
standard has gone on side by side with 
the growth of a universal hatred of Great 
Britain. 

Germany began it, when, she .finally 
emerged into the rank of a great jpovvor, 



after the conquest of France. Up to 1871 
her circulating medium had been almost 
exclusively silver, and, as the first step 
to the iidoplion of a single gold standard, 
she began to withdraw her silver coins, 
and threw, from time to time, on the 
niiirket ureat quantitiesof silver, derived 
from that source and from the payments 
of tlie French inilemnily. The nations 
of the Latin Union — t'rance, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Italy and Greece — did not 
propose to let this stock of silver How 
into their open niints, and first 
restricted the coinanoand then absolute- 
ly cloBcd their mints to the coinage of 
full legal-tender silver pieces. The re- 
striction as to the amount of fjvo- 
fnuic |)ieces to be coined was in 1S7-1 ; the 
final closinu of the mints came in 1878. 

Briefly, for some twenty years not a 
mint in Europe has been opeti to tbe 
coinage of sil ver for individual owners 
of that metal, extu'jit in the case of some 
specdal pieties resembling our fornier 
trade ilollar. Any other policy would 
have been slieer mailiiess, and if one of 
its results has been, as our silverites 
Hay, to l)i iiig other nations into (inane.ial 
servitude to London, the victims are in 
the happy condition of being completely 
oblivious of that fact. 

The men in the I'niteil States who fin- 
purposes ol their own are eiuleavoring 
to foiBl upon their country a metal cur- 
rency which is intrinsically worth less 
than it purports to bo, must for a pre- 
cudont go back to tlie uuHcrupulons 
European governineiits which deliber- 
ately ilebaseil the coinage in onler to 
elieat the i>eople uiiiler llieir jurisilir- 
tiiui. It was a rascally trick, and all 
historians denounce it aa such. It will 
be singular indeed if In this enlightened 
age a self-governing people can be In- 
duced to resort to a dishonest device 
invented by (irolligate and extravagant 
kinirs in an age of popular ignoraiue in 
order to find the means to continue their 
career of wickedness and waste.

The \'ancouver World does not seem 
to know very well what to say about the 
spoils' system. It rather inclines to 
the opinion that if a Tory oflicial has 
done his duty faithfully and if he has 
not meddled in jiolitics and if he prom- 
ises to beluu'e himself well in the future 
be may be continued in otlice but — and 
the " but " is very significant, 

" We do believe that numbers of the 
civil servants in the departments at the 
Cajiital sliould be ' lired ' sumtiiarilly. 
Tbe late lion. .Vlexainler iMackeuzie — 
honest man that he was -erred on the 
side of forgiveness, ami found too lale 
thai he had nourished a brood of ser- 
pents. Therearemen in the service so in- 
tensely Tory that if they were jiermitteil 
to remain inotrn'cthey wouUl be nothing 
more nor less than spies on the govern- 
ment, and those must be removed. Mr. 
Laurier should leave no stone unturned 
to establish his government upon the 
most stable foundations, in order that 
Liberalism may have an nDportunity to 
develop itself in this young loiuitry — 
an oliiect lesson to tbe peoples of the 
world. With a good start, uuiler honest 
principles, there is no reason why he 
hIiouIiI not retain his bold on the coun- 
try for many years, ipiite as long at least 
as hii predecessors." 

If it is to be considered a crime and a 
(iisq iiali tication for oflico in a civil ser- 
vant to be a staunch Tory or a zealous 
Liberal the sooner it is known the ! let- 
ter. In that case examinations for posi- 
tions in the civil service will be done 
away with, and civil servants will no 
longer be reiiuiredto pay a percentage of 
llieir salaries towards a siiperannuatiou 
fiiinl. it, as the World suggests, a Tory 
ci\ il servaiilcan hold ollice only so long 
as he is not suspected of being a " spy " 
by one of his Grit superiors who may 
have a string of hungry rela- 
tions and retainers impatiently 
waiting until the suspeeteil Tory 
is " lired, " the Grits will not be long in 
jiower until every public otlice is coni- 
jjletely c'eanedoutof persons suspected of 
having Tory proclivities. Of course if the 
Grits are so rash as to establish tbe 
spoils system the Tories may be expect- 
( d to follow their bad example, and then 
e\ ery general election will be perverted 
into a fight for places in the public ser- 
vice. 

The I'.rilisli tlieory is that every gov- 
ernment wlieii it enters oMice shall liave 
in its service a body of capable and ex- 
perienced public servants whose duty 
and whose interest it is to serve it faith- 
fully. This system works so well in 
( ileal Britain that enlightened Aincri 
cans as far as they can are trying to 
adopt it. I5ut tlieir ellorts to establish 
an edicieiiL and incorrupt civil service 
are iiiipedeii by corrujit jioliticians and 
greedy otlice-hunters. We hardly think 
that much attention will be paid to the 
very significant suggestion of our Van- 
cijuver contemporary. The Liberal 
leaili'is are not in love with the stiuils 
H.wsteiii. Tliey do not want the imblic 
otlices Ii lied with bunglers ami green- 
horns. 



.1 DISTINGUINIIKD VISITOR. 

Li Hung Chang the great Chinese 
statesman is now in Europe. Great at- 
tention is being paid him by the Govern- 
ments of the continental states and of 
( ireal Britain. He is to be the guest of 
the British nation and no doubt eretit 
])ain^ will be taken to convince him that 
Great Britain is the true friend of China, 
and that if the Ghineae government is 
wise it will cultivate her friendship. 

Li Hung Chang is to visit the United 
States ill September. Ho will very 
likely be impressed by what he sees in 
the tricat Republic. It would be well 
if ho could extend his journey 
to Canada. lie woulil seo here 
how the aflairs of a gr-iat liritish colony, 
thousandB of miles from the seat of sov- 
ereign power, are administered byitajn- 
hvibitanta alone. He would find that 



order is maintained and law enforced 

without the aid of a single soldier from 
the motlier country. He would bo' able 
to contemplate intense and spontaneous 
loyalty in which there is noteven a trace 
of fear, and ho would see perfect conli- 
dence between the mother country and 
her colony, the colonists knowing that 
they will be fairly and generously treat- 
ed by the mother country; and the 
mother cotmtry feeling that she can iin- 
liliciily dojiend on the loyalty and the 
lidelity of thecolouy in every emergency. 
Kucii a sight as this would be edifying 
to a statesman in Li Hung Chang's 
position. And if he ia correctly de- 
scribed, he has a mind broad enough to 
comprehend its true significant 

The British colonial system .mist he 
moat interesting to it minister of a 
tiespotic monarchy like that of China. 
The Chinese statesman cannot but be 
irii pressed with the self-reliance, the 
self-restraint and the intelligence of the 
colonists. Their connection with tbe 
parent country is maintained bo easily 
and so simiily that the very eimplicily 
of the means used and the ease with 
wdiich they work must be to a man 
accustomed to the complicated arrange- 
ments of monarchical governinenta most 
diflicult to understand. To find a suze- 
rainty maintained without the slightest 
ilis))lay of force, and loyalty assured 
with an e.Kercise of autbority that is 
hardly perceptible, must be bewildering 
to even so able a man as Li Hung 
Chang.

Sao Francisco Keitches Out for a Share of 
tlie Oriental Tea Trade. 

I'or the purpose of diverting tlie great 
bulk of the tea trade from the Suez 
route and the Sound ports to San Fran- 
cisco, the .Southern I'acific Company an(.l 
its oonnections, the P'nioii Pacific alone 
excei>tcd, has joined in a movement 
which ia calculated to seriously disturb 
the traffic conditions which have for 
years past enabled New York to mono- 
))olize the tea trade of the United 
States. Freight rales on tini will 
in a few (lays he reduced from yy'-, 
to bO ))er cent. Such a slashing of 
rales on tea sliij)inents baa never been 
known before in the history (if the tea 
trade in San Fraucisi^o, and tc:i jobbers 
tliere are biglily elated over what pro- 
mises to be the impetus lor a rapid 
growth of the commercial importance of 
that city. 

No secret ia made of the fact that thi- 
low rates on tea have been made for the 
purpo.se of cutting into the business of 
t be iVortliern lines as much aa to afford 
San Francisco jobbers an opportunity to 
extend their trade.

with naatinese. A few feeble attenij>tH 
have been made to rectify their condi- 
tion, but where one person tried to re- 
form the sanitary condition, h:ilf-a dozen 
ot lierH paid no attention at all to the 
BiiiiiilesL rulcH that insure j^ood health ; 
and BO all have fallen into the riit and 
nothing; ia done, d'lie t;t)vernment lia.s 
acted viaely in Hendiiijj Dr. U'att, of 
Victoria, to i lu'e.sl i^ate the yanitary con- 
dition (jf Kossland and to siif^^e.st a 
meaiiB for re orniation. ft seems to inc 
that the only Hecnrity of Iloa.sland Ilea in 
incorporation. Then the |)euple eaii 
control not only aiuiitary all'air.s, hut 
provide (iruand police )>rotuction, e.stah- 
lish grades and make streeta and ai(ie- 
walkfl. 

At present the street grades are in a 
hopeless state of couf as ion. Every man 
xnakesa grade unto himself and buiUla up- 
on lines which be thinks arc right. Tiie 
consequence is irregularity and diHj)iite3 
and pitfalls in the centre of the moat 
travelled wnlka and atreels. 

Another matter which a municipality 
would reiriilate is the Btorago ni dyna- 
mite. Within half a ndle of the Ailan, 
the principal hotel, two lot; cahins lor 
the stora},'c of the (h;adly explosive were 
huilt a short time ago within a few feet 
of each other. Tu'o were had enoiit;h, 
but yesterday on iny way in from Trail 
Creek I found workmen building a 
thii'd magazine very near tlie other two. 
It is well known that the explosion of 
one of these estabtiabments would mean 
the explosion of all. There is an 
experience born of death and calamity 
by which aomo men profit, and 
learn to bo earefal. But ttic iieraons 
who have stored tht! powder near Ivoss- 
land seem to have prolitted not at all hy 
recent tra^rie events at Hutte and Johan- 
nesburg. 'In the absence of a munici- 
jjality the provincial government, nou- 
that its attention is called to tlie e.xist- 
anco of this ^rave danger, Bliould insist 
that the exi)loHives shall be stored in 
places remote from towns, and that in- 
stead of wooden magazines brick or con- 
crete shall be substituted. 

I am told that no watch is kept over 
the magazineB, so that evil-disposed or 
insane person might fire one' of the 
structures and involve the whole coui- 
munity in a common ruin. 

The recent lamentable (^aee of liomo- 
cide nun' he dif^tirictly traced to the law 
wliii'h allows aalooiis to remain o|)cn all 
night. It was at o o'clock in the morn- 
ing that the murder oci-iirred. The 
young men had been drinking since 
early in the evening ami were mail with 
wdiiskey \vlii;n the dispute- occurred. 
Had the pcdiee power given them to 
close all bars at midnight, where the 
public safety was believed to he in 
jeoi)ardy, one young men would not now 
lill a bk)(jdy grave and another \vould 
not await trial for murder. 

Ill sjiileof the recent discoveries, the 
general cjnddence that is felt in the per- 
manency of most of the mines and the 
excellent assays obtained, there is a dull- 
ness in the stock market which surprises 
all, and which to some iu inexplicable.

hundred feet you will be able to form a 
pretty good iilea for yourself of the value 
of the property. 

In spite of the high water and the re- 
moteness of Trail and Rosahmd from a 
market tbo excellence of the hotel tables 
would surprise you. There are many 
hotels on the coast t hat do not come any- 
where near the cuisino of the hotels 
liero. The co.st of living is very cheap. 
Board at tbo Allan and Butte is onlv $8 

iter week, and with aroom $2.60perday. 
Mans are out for a four-storey brick ho- 
tel, with elevators and every modern 
convenience. 

I run across Coast people at every 
turn, the bills swarm with them. It is 
strange how quickly a man who goes in- 
to a mining locality changes in appear- 
ance* Many who belong to the 



class in society whom Punch 
used to dill) " curled darlings " 
in the days when gentlemen's hair was 
wcrn long, are among the hardiest ami 
best prospectors here. Tliere is nothing 
like hard work in the o[ien air to change 
a man's appearance and his nature too. 
Speaking of Coast pi-ople, I met to-day 
a foimer real estate speculator of Seattle 
during the boom days. He was then 
worth anvwhere between ^.');i(),uUU and 
.•fl.OUU.OUO.' Now he is veiy p(wr. Hav- 
ing exchangi d j/iect iiiL'S,' I ask( d his 
hiisiness here. " Well," said he, " evei y- 
thing iiot so had on the .'^onnd that I 
just let go everything and have fallen 
back for a fresh holt " (bold). I could 
not help thinking of Micawber, who was 
accustomed to fall back for a spring. 
Hut there is sonnd reasoning in the 
quaint remark of the Seattle man.

The Oniineea I'rospeitting and 
I)evelo|iment Co., liiniited, of Vic- 
toria this spring secured lifteen of 
the most valuable leases in the district. 
I'h'gbt of these leasi^s have been lionded. 
while the balanc(; h.ave been sold for 
if.'ili, 1)1)0, and another coniiiany has h^eii 
organized under the name of the 
fJmineea t;ons<didated Hydraulic Mining 
Company, with a capital' of $100,0(Jt) to 
commence o(,(>rat ions at once. 

The old-timers in tliis city are enthusi- 
astic over the j)rospect8. Mr. .lolm 
( 1 iscnndoe, who was among the lirst to 
locate the ground in the early sixties, 
speaks highly of the property; while 
Mr. Jere GrifRn, Mr. Clearihue, Mr. 
I'age and others have every conlidence 
in tbo district when the water-power is 
put on the projierty.

source of profit. Traiisofall kinds are 
being fiet very close to;,'ether, and loca- 
tions that liave not lieen considered 
valuable heretolore are now occupied. 

" The law does not permit anyone to 
hold more than three traji locutions, 
but by using the names of uU the em- 
liloyes a single company can control 
hundreds of locations. In order to Bup- 
ply fisli enough for the thirty or forty 
canneries on the Fraser river trap loca- 
tions are taken uo on the American side 
and the names of white eui(iloye3 and 
Indians are used to hold them. 

" Blaine ban suddenly become tlie 
center of a great iiuhislry, wliitdi, while 
only in its infancy, is beginning to as- 
sume gigantic proportions, opening up a 
new field for ca|)ital and adbrdiug em- 
ployment to nuiubers. It is hard to be- 
lieve the stories of tlie first catch paying 
for the entire iilant, Lut a visit to Point 
Koberls will convince the most skeptical 
that the jirolits must be enoriiioiis."

TRAIL CREEK AND TICIiJITY. 

R.apid Development of Monte Carlo Camp- 
Strike on tlie Norway— It 'Will 
Be a Bonanza, 

(From the .Seattle Tost'. IntelliKener.) 

()iie of the Kurprises of this wonrlerful 
eouiitiy is the rapid development of tlie 
Jlonto Carlo Lviuip near Waterloo Land- 
ing, fifteen miles up the streani from 
Trail. The reports that come in are 
very favorable for the establishment of a 
permanent camp. Steamers land many 
pasaengors every trip who have heard 
of the strikes that are being made, and 
are anxious to get in before the ground 
is all staked. 

H. Robbins, a prosjiector of forty 
3'ears' experii'iii:is came down recently 
io order an assiiyer'a outlit, nHurning 
by tlie same boac, atui takiu(; with him 
tools to o))eii several proajiect.s and |jro- 
visions to keep the camp running. At 
jiro.sent the visitor or prospector who 
goes in has to carry his siinpliea and 
hedd i iig, as the cam p does not all'ord a 
hotel or even boast of a su]ijily store. 
This will soon be reiiieilieJ, aa several 
men are beading in that iliiection with 
the iiiteiitioii of hrujiplying the wants of 
lli(is<. who eutue. 

Several elaiiiia havelicii bonded, The 
.Xfiache group was to ha .0 been sold to 
tne 1 1 oru-l'iiyree syndicate, and ere this 
siiould have been the aceiie ol much ac- 
tivity but for U. Stussi, who jumped it. 
Conaeciuentlythe property is at a stand- 
still. This is one of the lineshowings of 
the eaiup and will undoubtedly develop 
into a mine. 

The Ontario group has been bonded 
lor :f-l(l,(iOd, the bond ealliiiL' for iiiiiiiedi- 
at'.' worl;. Tim ledge' matter in this 
i.i,iip Li tlio tniae rluirarter as in t he 
Kussland and Trail camps, assaying 
from tlie grass rooi s, having the lieavy 
iron cappini:, with decoin po,se(i iron and 
red stains that bavi' made the Trail 
Creek il iatidct so faim Ilia. 

.lames I huuilton baa ii gang ol men on 
the Badger, lie is one ol the old timers, 
and is as enthusiastic over tliis claim as 
a novice, [ireilieting great results since 
he has bis last lot of eaauys. Tliey have 
a well defined ledge, that can be traced 
the full lengtii of the claim. 

There is considerable e.Kcltonient in 
camp over a new strike made almost in 
the town limits, of a free milling prop- 
erty. Your correspondent sawthequariy,, 
and the naked eye could detect the 
dee gold, and in several pla(!es it 
was to lie seen the fiixe oi a pin head. 
Till' idaiiii ia just above the saw mill, 
hall a. mile from Trail, and is known as 
the Xorway. 'V\u' vein i.s tibout IS to -0 
inches wide, andean be tnu'ed over I ,U(ll) 
feet. Only a little work baa been dune, 
as the owner.s are iiiteiidi iig to iierl'eet 
title before further ilevelopnient work 
takes place. There ia iiodoubtthat this 
will prove a boiiuiizii for the owners and 
the town of Trail. 

The Sovereign, that wtis bonded aonie 
time ago to tien. Warren, on wtiieha good 
strike has been made, is workiiigten men. 
They are down twenty-three feet, and are 
in solid ore. The vein dips into the 
mounlain, and tliey are working to 
reach one of the wiilla at jiresent. Tliia 
is williin a mile of lliu smelter, and just 
above thr town oi Trail. 

Several Ineii are to be put to work on 
the lin|i::rial. Ui-d Point and .Toker, all 
good properties, to develop tlieiii. They 
are all un Lookout mountain. 

The siiiel ler is riuiiiiin.' f u II time, the 
new contract with t.'ie War lOagle being 
effective imiaediatelv. New ollicea and 
assayers' rooms are being built, the as- 
say ofBce having been burned three 
times in as many weeks. 

FINANCES OP QUEBEC. 

How tlie Conservative Goveniuient Re- 
deemed tlie Credit of the Province and 
Restored Its Good Name.

The To roll I (I .Mo 11 el a ry Times, the lead- 
ing tiiiancial journal in the V\'est, com- 
iiieuting (Jii the rcet-iitly nnimuiiced sur- 
plus ill the t raiisart ions of the past, fi.scal 
year of the prov i iicial Ireusiiiy. fiays a 
iriniiteto the honest am 1 ra|)al ile nd- 
miiiisl ration oi t^icbec's alhiirs during 
the past four year.-. ( 'onrlud int:, tlie 
Times says of t he nroviiice : "lis good 
name has been redeemed iiiul its credit 
restored." Events in other circles 
have soinewliiit detracted from the at- 
tention this work is worthy of. It, 
however, means very much tb the pio- 
viiiee. The ei rcuinstanees under which 
a CoiistM'vative govermnenl was re- 
estahlislied in i^iiebec in Di-eember, 
LS'.M , need not to be rei'alled. The con- 
ditions that coiifroiiled the new niiiiis- 
ters were very serious. Lor years the 
income had been iiisiiflicieiiL There had 
been a yearly deficit between income 
and outgo na regards tin? ordinary hiisi- 
iiess ol the goveriinietit. There was 
also a steady inerease in the debt due 
to the too free railway In musing, 
bridge-building, roatl-iiiaki iig and gen- 
erally extravagant ways into which the 
government had fallen. In four years 
the expenditure iiicretiai'd from .'f8,'2,S,S,- 
000 to ^4, 100,(100, while llie debt waa in- 
creased from ^l(»,l)ti.S,O0(l to :f-.'.'i,Sl:2,()0U. 
There were also heavy liabilitiea in- 
curred in the wa^' of boil uses jiledged to 
raihvaya wliieli still further added to tin? 
jirovinee's olilieationa, Tlie Conserva- 
tive giivernniiMit, first with .Mr. de 
I'l ineiiervil le as Premier, then under 
.Mr. T'ailloii and .Mr. I'dynii, set to 
work lo change the lace of the 
situation. IvNpeiiditiireH were re- 
duced; tn.xea, necessary but iin- 
popnhir, were levied; grunts to raii- 
wayfi were cut oil'. The reanlls have 
justi lied the trust put in the Conserva- 
tive government and party by the jno- 
vince. Last year .the lii'St relief was 
given from the extraordinary taxes it 
was found necessary to levy, and the 
licenses on traders were abolished ; next 
session it is promieied that the duties on 
transfers of real estate will be done away 
with. CJuehec is the oidy province in 
the Dominion that is reducing its tuxes. 
It ia the only one living within its in- 
come, it is almost the only one under 
a Conservative governmeni.

LI KUm CHANG. 

His Approacblne Visit to Washlnston— The 
Bearer of Important Official Com- 
miuiicaUons. 

W.\.siiin(;ton, July 20. — Li Hung 

Chang ia to be given a reception by the 
governnient otliciala in Waahington City 
aa elaborate as that extended to the 
Princess Eulalia of Spain in the suimuer 
of 1893. The visit has beert the subject 
of active correspondence between Secre- 
tary Olney and the Chinese legation. 
Li Hung Chang had e.\nected to arrive 
in Washington City the last of this 
month, but hua postponed his visit be- 
cause oi the absence of the President. 
He is no'iv exijeeted to reach 
WasIiinRton City on September 18. 
While in Washington Li Hung 
Chang will lie under tno special caro of 
First Assistant Secretary of State Rock- 
hill, who lived iji Cliina for years as one 
of the Becretaries of the legation, the 
only official under the department who 
speaks Ohinese fluently. Li Mung 
Ciiang will be quartered in Wnsliingtou 
City at a hotel, and while there is no a))- 
propriation to pay for tiie entertaimiieiit 
111 loreigiicrs, no matter how distiii- 
guislieil,il ii! not i m probable that the con- 
tingent fund of the department may be 
drawn upon to hel|) entertain Li Hung 
Chang and liia suite. 

The President will give a dinner in 
honor of the distiiignislKid visitor, to 
which all tlu; diplomatH and iiroiiiinent 
ollieiala will be invited.

"A BOA CONSTRICTOR ALLIANCE." 

How a Good Understandine May Be Ar- 
rived at Between EngUsti.Speak 
ing Nations. 

(From the Montreal Star.) 
The Xew York Sun is ready for a Brit- 
iah alliance. Tlii.s aiinouneement is con- 
fessedly starting, hut there is more 
eahiiiiig iiifoimation to come. It ia not, 
i aa some might imagine, a result ol an 
[attack of vertigo induced by the ap- 
i palling conibinatifin of circumstances 
I wdnch coin]ielh'd the .Sun to turn its 
shady aide towards Tainniany and aliine 
upon .McKinley. It is simply a projiosal 
of bargain and sale by which liritaiii can 
buy an American alliance at a price. 
To begin with, tlie Sun warns Kngliah- 
inen to place no confidence in Mr. Buy- 
laril, the American representative at 
j l^ondon, who, it seenia, has been talking 
; altogether too much fraternity and An- 
' glo-Saxori fellowship. The awful isola- 
tion of lirilaiii among the nations of the 
world is also liepicted in harrowing 
terms; and then llie Sun undertakes to 
enlighten these alilicted Laiglislimeii, 
harassed by the unsociable conduct of 
their l-'ropean neighbors and shockingly 
deceived by the Iiad Mr. Bayard, how 
thev can really secure ii defensive alliance 
with the U.'iS. "We will tell Kng- 
lishmen of coninion sense," says the 
Sun, " what they will never learn from 
Mr. Bayard, how, luinieiy, they might 
obtain or assent to a general treaty of ar- 
; bitration, and even dispose us eventually 
1 to agree to a defensive alliance between 
j all Knglish-speaking nations." Now let 
I us listen. Tliis is no mere after-dinner 
I anibasaudor who is talking. What is it 
! that we nnist do to he aavedV This: 

" Let the hiril i.sh governnient do tvliat 
' wisdom alioulil have taught it to do in 
17.s;-|, that is, withdraw itagairisous from 
iJritish N'orlli .\iiii'rica and iiiforiii the 
■ iirovinceH loinposing the I),)iiiiiiion of 
('aiiada thai they are at liberty either 
to assert I heir independence or to apply 
for ailniissioii to our I'liion aa States. 
: Let it also cede to us the Bermudas and 
the liahainas, which are of no jiossible 
' value to I'^iiglaiiil, exceijt as coigns of 
vantage in tlie event Of war winth the 
l.'niti.'d States. Having thus brouglit 
forth iriiita of repentance, and given 
aoiiii! solid proofs of their new-born and 
as yet auajiected fraternal afFection, Eng- 
lishmen might possibly persuade us to 
; intervene and save them from the por- 
j teutons iaolation in which they stand," 
I Trenieniloup ! P.iitiiin baa but to tear 
j her I'hii]iire to iiieees and give several of 
I the choicest slices fo the United States, 
land, in ihe Sun's opinion, the said 
' rniteil StatcH might " poaaibly . . . 
I iiiterveiu! and save " lis from our vora- 
j cioUH (oea. Then if we would give India 
I and a few ialaiKis in t.hu I'acilii- to l-ius- 
i sin, the (.Ireat Bear, too, iiiiglit " possi- 
j Illy . . . intervene and save " na 
I from aome more foes. This line of de- 
fence would be cheaper than keeping a 
navy, and would, at all events, have the 
virtue of bringing our troubles to a 
speedy end. 

It is characteristic of tlie Sun to talk 
in a awash-buckler way about the al- 
li'ged I'higlish "garrisoiia" in British 
North America, The erudite editor of 
that journal ought to know, however, 
that it it is not true that there are Brit- 
ish "garrisons" in Canada. There ia 
one garrison only situated at Halifax, 
ami consisting of nbciit half a regiment 
with accompanying artillery and en- 
giiieers. Some othcera and engineers are 
just now lemporari ly at I'^siiuimalt im- 
proving the fortilicatioiiH there, butthey 
do notcoiiatitnte a "gurrisnn," Yet the 
Sun'a constituency cannot hiil to im- 
agine that every large Canadian city 
from Halifax to Vancouver bristles with 
fortifications and rings to the tramp of 
armed men. It ia significant, too, that 
while the Bahamas and Burmuda arc to 
be ceded directly to the United States, 
we are to bo generously allowed the 
choice of a couple of alternatives — 
i iidependenec or ii chance to "ap- 
ply for admission " into the .Vni 
erican L'nii.n. Why is tlii.a liberty 
accorded to iia? Is not Imlf a continent 
as vahialile as the JSahaiiiaaV t)r ia it 
tlmt the ireiiileiimn who aliinea for the 
New York Sun knows that llie.se two 
apparent alternativea will very aoon be- 
come one— and tluiL one the absorption 
of Canada? " Let the Canadians begin 
by being gloriously independent if it
